SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chanting

three hundred law students and 
sympathizers marched from a ral- 
ly at Hastings Law School to the 
State Bar offices to protest alleged 
discriminatory Practices of the 
California Bar. 

Protest leaders accused the State 
Bar of keeping the legal Pro- 
fessional overwhelmingly “white” 
by refusing to reform testing PTac- 
tices. According to their statistics， 
only 35 percent of minority candi- 
dates pass the Bar examination on 
their first try，vwhile 70 percent of 
their counterparts Pass the first 
time， 了 了 hey attribute it to insti- 
tutionalized discriminatory Prac- 
tices， 

Consequently，they demanded 
equitable representation of minor- 
ities in the legal system either by 
eliimminating the bar examination 
or by arbitrarily allowing more 
applicants to Dass the test.

The New York University Sinologist 
thinks that Chiang Ching's fortunes are 
on the upswing because the deteriora- 
tion of Mao's health makes the exercise 
of power easier for her, so long as She is 
protected. “But whether those around 
her are pragmatists or her Sort of revolu- 
tionary purists，she is going to have to 
contend with the fact that the Chinese 
are just not accustomed to women exeT- 
cising power. The traditional power of 
the Dowager Empress derives from SKil- 
ful exploitation of rivalries among her 
liegemen. Has Chiang Ching the knack? 
Time will tell.”

Thento find outIhad answered 
certain questions wwIong and as 3 
result have been barred from the 
Golden Mountains， I am most 
discouraged and wish only to 
return home to vou, even knowing 
of the dangers of imnpending war. 

My intended has been good 
enough to hire a lawyer to appeal 
my case. But he cannot assure me 
of when it will al be over. 
Meanwhile，I sit here wiling 
awayv the hours. 

The food，although not Pal- 
atable, fills my stomach. It is not 
the fault of the Chinese cooks they 
have hired to prepare Our meals， 
but rather the limited quality and 
quantity of foodstuff they must 
work with, Twice a day we have 
rice with a side dish of vegetables 
andmeat. Atlunch，we are served 
Chinese congee and crackers. For 
those who are fortunate，relatives 
send food from the Big City to 
supplement their diet， 

Except at meal times when we 
are escorted by the guards to the 
dining hall，most of our time is 
spent behind locked doors in the 
women's sleebing quarters，The 
majority of us pass the time away 
reaqing，washing，knitting，talk- 
ing and sunning in the hallway. 
The sound of crying is duite 
common here. 

This morning，I watched from 
the window as a shipload of new 
immigrants arrived，There were 
Japanese among our countrymen， 
Put we shall not meet them，for 
Japan is strong and their people 
are_ treated differently from us. 
Thev stav in different quarters， 
eat better food，and are usually 
free to go in a few days. 

After Iunch this afternoon，we 
were allowed to take our weekly 
walk to _ the storehouse by the 
beach. Taking turns，we were 
allowed to retrieve a few belong- 
ings. Later，guards were nice to 
allow us to walk along the 
beaches. But too soon,， like piglets， 
we were herded back into the 
Digpen， 

A few days ago I felt sick and 
was unable to eat. How I yearned 
for vour soothing hand and a bowl 
of herbal tea. Instead I was told to 
report to the hospital and given a 
laxative，Fortunately， it was but 
pain_ from the menstrual period 
which passed the next day. 

For Father I have copied a 
poem from the walls of this Prison . 
Along with many others that 后 
the walls of this wooden building， 
it expresses how depressed many 
of us feel :

Among its programs，SHE 
provides an inter-referral service， 
escort services, sales of muni tick- 
ets_ for seniors，a “Midstream ” 
prograin， ,Title VII feeding ser- 
vices，Title :III support and out- 
reach services，consumer problem 
assistance, translation services，an 
emergency meals center，rIecrea- 
tional activities，employment 
counseling，housing help，youths 
heljping seniors program，Ping On 
Center，Ding Ho Household ser- 
vices， drug heljp， and a new 
program 一 the Sr.， Manpower 
Training brogram 

Referral services include help in 
getting medi-cal，medi-care，wel- 
fare and general assistance，For 
families, help is given to get them 
on food stampsand AFEDC (Aid to 
Families wwith Dependent Child- 
ren). 

According to Vera Haile, a SHE 
staff person，it is easier today for 
seniors to Teceive public assis- 
tance，Previously，in the earlier 
vears of SHE，seniors had prob- 
lems getting Social Security and 
SSI (aged，blind and disabled) 
benefits，mainly because of resi- 
dencv_ and sponsorship require- 
ments. Today these requirements 
have been eliminated， The prob- 
lem that remained through the 
vears is that Of receiving the 
services part of SSI，Under SSL， 
senior shut-ins _ are entitled to 
homemaker chores 一 house- 
keeping，bathing，errands，mail 
Service. However，SSI is slow to 
provide these services， 

Haile Saidq there Vere imore 
Problems with getting families on 
AFDC，which has the stigma of 
welfare and is more difficult to 
get into, 

MIDSTREAM 

The Midstream program Ser- 
vijces those 45 years and over. 工 his 
program, funded by United Way， 
helps those experiencing family 
stress，which contributes to aging 
prematurely, said Alan Wong.
